With a fortune of $400,000 won Satur- 
day after a six-year fight in the courts, 
Miss Marian Frances Howard, 4421 West- 
minster place, will start for Europe Sun- 
day. She is the daughter of Laclede J. 
Howard, who died in 1903. 

Miss Howard was graduated several 


days ago from Mary Institute, and had 
the distinction of being elected presi- 
dent of her class. She is considered a 
beautiful girl. Her trip to Europe, 
where she probably x remain at least 
a year, was plannéd some time ago, 
but was delayed pending a settlement 
of the suit involving her property. 
Her mother died soon after and when 
the daughter, the only heir, claimed her 
inheritance, a woman intervened and 
said she was the lawful wife of Laclede 
J. Howard. This woman, known 4s 
Mary Howard and also as Mrs. Mary 
Leafgreen, fought desperately for the 
fortune, but was defeated at every turn. 
Her last defeat came in the Supreme 
Court last March, when the judgment 
of the lower court in favor of Miss 
Howard was confirmed and the story 
told by the claimant was declared too 
improbable to merit consideration.

Alton B. Parker is recognized as one 
of Ryan's highly-paid counsel, as is 
Elihu Root, temporary chairman of the 
Chicago convention, and it is under- 
stood that Ryan had much to do with 
the selection of Parker for temporary 
chairman. The progressives call his 
selection a Ryan-Belmont scheme to

On the other 
hand, there is a considerable’ element 
that favors Parker for the simple rea- 
gon that he is Ryan’s choice, and that 
therein lies promise of a liberal cam- 
paign fund.

They believed that should a definite 
rupture occur before the conclusion 
of the convention, a compromise can- 
didate might be mamed in an effort 
to win back some of the Roosevelt 
following, but that if the Taft pro- 
gram is put through, they will have 
the best chance of keeping the oppo- 
sition intact. 

Gov. Johnson of California said 
that, in pursuance of thig plan, Col. 
Roosevelt’s name in all probability 
would not be placed before the con- 
vention. 

“Mr. Roosevelt's name will not be 
presented by his friends to this con- 
vention as now constituted,” was the 
declaration of Ommsby McHarg of the 
Roosevelt forces today. “The nom- 
inating speech of William A. Pren- 
dergast, which had been intended to 
be delivered in presenting Roosevelt, 
will not be made. 

Remain, but Not Participate. 

“The Roosevelt forces will remain 
in the convention, but as long as 
tainted delegates remain, and there 
seems every prospect that they will 
remain, we will not participate in the

Sunday, the Republican national conven- 
tion was called to order this morning at 
10:48 by Temporary Chairman Root. 

No sooner had Root announced that 
the convention was opened, than a 
stentoria® voice from the _ galleries 
shouted, “All abodrd.’’ 

Chairman Root, when some semblance 
of quiet had been restored, introduced 
the Rev. John Wresley Hill of New 
York, who opened the proceeding with 
a prayer. 

As Dr. Hill concluded, 
the galleries yelled, ‘‘Toot, 
there was much laughter. 

The first report presented from the 
Committee on Credentials wecom- 
mended the seating of the Mississip- 
pi Taft delegates-at-large. When the 
reading was concluded the gallery 
crowd shouted: “The ayes have it.” 

Minority Report, but No Fight. 

The Roosevelt people presented a 
minority report but made no fight 
and the Taft delegates were seated, 
viva voce. 

Amid a chorus, 
“choo, choos’ from 
report on the contest in the Second 
District of Mississippi was read. The 
report characterized the Roosevelt con- 
test as a “‘paper case.”’ 

There was no minority report, and the 
vote was taken without delay. Chairman 
Root announced the seating of the Taft 
delegates. The same proceedure seated 
two Taft delegates in the Fifth, Sixth 
and Seventh Mississippi Districts. 

As the result of each vote was an- 
nounced a chorus of shrieks, whistles, 
groans and cat calls greeted the state- 
ment:

Way up in the rear gallery a spec- 
tator with a whistle blew two short, 
shrill blasts as every contest was dis- 
posed of. The reports were brought, 
read in a riot of disorder, and passed.

SILENT AS TQ DEMOCRATS 


Oklahoma Delegation Will 
Open Negotiations at Balti- 
‘ more on Own Account. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO. June 22.—Col. Roosevelt to- 
day expressed his confident belief that 
a decided protest in every section of 
the country will be made when the facts 
in connection with the unseating of his 
delegates become known, and that this 
protest will foment until it develops into 
a formidable movement. 

Such a movement, he believes, will 
not be entirely partisan, but will 
come from the plain people of all 
parties; to whom he has made his 
appeal during his campaign for the 
Republican nomination. If he were 
nominated, he said, he would carry the 
fight into the South with as much vigor 
as into the North, with the idea of at- 
tracting to his standagd all those who 
believe as he does. 

Needs No Sympathy. 

Col. Roosevelt says he needs no sym- 
pathy, and no matter what tho outcome 
may be, the fight, he says, has been 
one worth making, win or lose, and his 
own position cannot be changed by the 
outcome. There is a division of opinion 
among the Roosevelt leaders as to what 
part of his following will stand by him 
to the extent of severing the tie with 
the party. Col. Roosevelt’s belief, as 
stated by his friends, is that althour” a 
considerable number of his leaders will 
feel that they cannot take the final step 
with him, a majority of them will do 
80. 

Of the opinion of the mass of Roose- 
velt delegates, he has no knowledge. 
Most of them, it was pointed out, are 
men who have strong personal reasons 
for remaining with the party and will 
wish to ascertain the sentiment of their 
supporters at home before committing 
themselves. Col. Roosevelt’s position 
is that he wishes to bring no pressure 
to bear upon any man to follow him. 

He will not ask them to make per- 
sonal sacrifices for him, as he can 
promise them no return. 

Col. Roosevelt would express no 
opinion as to the possibility of ef- 
fecting a coalition with any element 
of the Democratic party. Some of his 
supporters, however, were less reticent. 
A. Perry, chairman of the Oklahoma 
delegation, said tonight that after the 
convention had adjourned his delegation 
would go to Baltimore and open nego- 
tiations. 


Democratic Situation the Same. 
“We shall invite all the Roosevelt 


delegates to go with us,” he said. ‘The 
same situation exists in the Democrat- 
ic party as in the Republican party, 
and I believe we shall be able to comme 
to terms with progressive Democrats 
for the formation of a Progressive par- 
__. 

Col. Roosevelt: was asked when he 
would return to Oyster Bay, and re- 
plied: “I am the seventh son of a sev- 
enth son.” 

Last night Roosevelt met with a large 
number of his delegates for a few min- 
utes. He did not outline any further 
plan of action, but thanked his support- 
ers for their devotion to him, and prom- 
ised to meet them again today. 

“Out in the short grass country,” 
he said, “we used to do things and 
talk afterward. That is what I in- 
tend to do. I have no new plans to 
tell you about, 

“T am proud of the manner in which 
you are fighting in the face of the 
steam roller.

But while none of 
the conservatives are likely to switch 
from Parker, it is known that three 
or four of the progressives may take 
umbrage at Bryan's action and vote 
for Parker, to — their allegiance 
to organization action, 

The report that Clark’s managers had 
decided to recant their opposition to 
Parker and come to an understanding 
with the Parker supporters was con- 
firmed everywhere today except at 
Clark’s headquarters, where silence is 
the watchword of Senator Stone. Clark’s 
great supporter, William R. Hearst, 
made the proposed dicker of support for 
Parker in return for the vote of the 
New York delegation very plain in his 
rewspapers this morning, and it was 
common talk around Chairman Mack’s 
offices that the Clark managers were 
keeping the wires hot with offers of 
support for Parker. 


Clark Hitching Post for Harmon. 
But the proposals apparently met 


with little welcome, as it was not be- 
lieved Clark’s managers could deliver 
the delegates instructed for him on a 
convention vote for temporary chair- 
man. It was held that these delegates 
would ignore Clark and vote as they 
pleased on this matter. One of the 
leaders of the National Committee said 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“The trouble with Speaker Clark’s 
candidacy is that he has been merely a 
hitching post for a lot of Harmon dele- 
gates. In states where it might have 
been inadvisable for Harmon to run 
against Wilson, that is to say, in prog- 
ressive states, Clark was supported by 
the Harmon men, and the delegates 
elected, though nominally instructed for 
Clark, are really for Harmon and 
owe their nominations as delegates to 
that fact. 

“These men will vote on any propo- 
sition but the first two or three bal- 
lots of the presidential nomination for 
whatever Gov. Harmon favors, and 
there is no concealment of the fact that 
he is strongly in sympathy with the 
selection of Judge Parker for temporary 
chairman. So there is no necessity to 
make any deal with Speaker Clark’s 
managers for -those votes. 

‘Now as to the out-and-out Clark 
men, the fact is that many if not most 
of them are very progressive and fa- 
vor Clark because they think Bryan in- 
clines to the Speaker. When it comes 
to a show-down between Bryan and 
Clark, these men will desert Clark and 
no persuasion of his managers or him- 
self could induce them to vote for Park- 
er when Bryan has pronounced Parker 
a reactionary. 

‘“‘We who favor Judge Parker have told 
Mr. Clark’s managers that we will be 
glad to have whatever support they 
care to give Judge Parker, but that it 


gained for. We reminded them also that 
they were the only people to fight Judge 
Parker’s nomination before the sub- 
committee.

The 
Wilson managers are anxious for Bry- 
an’s support, but they seem to have no 
desire to antagonize any element until 
the time comes for an open break, and 
they are trying to find a way to tem- 
porize and bring the conservatives and 
the progressives together for the nom- 
nation of the New Jersey Governor. 

On the other hand, Congressman Hen- 
ry, an ardent Bryan man and the se- 
lection of the Wilson committeemen for 
temporary chairman, announced him- 
self as squarely in accord with Bryan’s 
position today.

All we Underwood people will vote for 
Mr. Parker.” 

“‘How do Underwood's chances for the 
nomination look?” the Senator was 
asked. 

“They are excellent,” he replied, “bet- 
ter today than at any time. All this 
talk of Mr. Underwood accepting a vice: 
presidential nomination is faolish. He 
would rather stay where he is in Con- 
gress and wouldn’t accept second place, 
But in this struggle the chances of a 
man who has stood so well and worked 
so effectively for his party in Congress 
are going to be recognized, and I look 
for him to be nominated.

His tongue flies, but he never makes a 
mistake in grammar or gets twisted in 
his rhetoric, and the directness of his 
style is as deadly as rifle-fire. No man 
has ever talked to the Republican party 
in convention assembled as the Gover- 
nor of California talked to it Friday 
afternoon. He told ail the old war- 
horses who have brought the party to 
its present pass what the progressive 
West thinks of them. He told them 
what the next Republican National con- 
vention will be like, and why they 
won’t be in it. He made the reaction- 
ary majority on the eld National Com- 
mittee like a certain body of 
horsemen observed from a tree-top by 
Ali Baba.

Revenue Agents Almost Over- 
come in Cellar Where ‘‘Plant”’ 
Is Concealed Under Stairs. 





COLORING FOR 20 TONS 





Meter Was Cut Out and Pipes 
Connected With Rubber Hose 
to Supply Building Gratis. 





Six United States revenue agents, 
entering the cellar of a building at 
29235 Madison street, which they sus- 
pected of being a ‘‘moonshine” oleo- 
margarine plant, were almost over- 
come by gas Friday night. 

Clearing the air in the room by 
opening the windows, they found se- 
creted beneath a stairway enough 
coloring matter to color 20 tons of 
oleomargarine, Access to it was ob- 
tained by the discovery of a secret 
panel in the stairs. The inspectors 
also found 750 pounds of uncolored 
oleomargarine and 100 pounds of col- 
ored. All of this was seized. The 
building is occupied by ~- Dennis 
Tobin. 

An investigation of the cause of the 
cas oder, the revenue men say, resulted 
in finding that the gas meter in the 
hasement had been disconnected and 
was lying on the floor, while the pipe in 
the building had been connected with the 
pipe leading to the gas main by a rub- 
rer hose. They say that none of the 
gas used in the building passed through 
the meter. 

The oleomargarine found was in a spe- 
cially constructed room in a dark cor- 
ner of the basement. 

The hiding place of the coloring mat- 
ter was discovered by Deputy Revenue 
Collector E, F. Daly, who felt a move- 
ment of a board panel in the stairway 
leading from the basement to the first 
floor, as he was ascending the stairs. 
Feeling with his hands he was able to 
move the panel and found four gallons 
of the coloring matter behind it. 

The raid was made after a search 
warrant had been issued by United 
States Commissioner Mitchell at the 
instance of Assistant United States 
District Attorney Hall, Evidence was 
presented to him showing that reve- 
nue agents had been watching the 
place for two weeks and had seen 
uncolored oleomargarine go in and 
colored come out. The records showed 
that no person at that address had 
paid the tax to color oleomargarine. 

The raid was made by Chief Dep- 
uty Collector Pareira, Deputy Collec- 
tors T. F. Daly, L. P. Mattingly, John 
T. Richardson and A. A. Altheide and 
Special Revenue Officer E. S. Lang- 
ley.

This statement of Mrs. Fish, coming

He was also tired of 
hearing about -all-night saloons in tac 
‘“Valley,”’ and as other members of the 
board felt the same way, they had 
called Chief Overmire before the board

Chief Overmire said Saturday morn- 
ing that the orders of the board would 
be carried out to the letter and that 
the lid was now on the city and would 
stay on. 

Ine action came as a surprise, as it 
had been understood some leniency was 
to be shown, that gambling would be 
allowed in certain districts and the 
“Valley” saloons permitted to throw 
their clocks into Cahokia Creek. 
President Schleuter started things by 
sending for Chief Overmire. Then he 
asked Secretary John F. Barr to read 
from the minutes a resolutién adopted 
last January in regard to gambling and 
midnight closing. The President then 
told Overmire he had not changed his 
mind, nor had the other members of the 
board, since the lid was lowered, and it 
must be put back in place. 

Michael Buckley, a member of the 
board, read from a slip of paper a [ist 
of places in which gambling was said 
to be carried on and said he had in- 
formation that certain hotels were not 
adhering to regulations as to the ad- 
mission of women guests. 

When this statement had been made 
President Schleuter turned to Chief 
Overmire and said: ‘‘This does not Took 
as if the orders of the board were being 
carried out. We want this thing stopped, 
and we want it stopped right now.

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BOOMERANG POLITICS. 
Rumors that the local Democratic organization 


will oppose the bridge bond issue to embarrass 
the Republican administration are _ incredible. 
The alleged purpose is to defeat the bond issue 
and ther charge for effect in the spring elections 
that the Republican administration is responsible 
for bridge delay. 

The Republican administration is responsible 
for a long delay, but it is now correcting its 
course and is supporting prompt bridge comple- 
tion, Not only has the Republican administra- 
tion straightened out its tangles and put through 
needed bridge legislation, but the Republican 
City Committee supported and aided the citizens’ 
movement for the completion of the bridge. 

If the Democratic organization opposes the 
bond issue it will put itself, not the Republican 
administration, on record as opposed to bridge 
completion. -If the bond issue is defeated the 
further delay in building the bridge will be 
charged to the Democrats, not the Republicans.

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AN OMINOUS ALLIANCE. 

The Clark-Tammany alliance is ominous of a 
reactionary combination in the Baltimore con- 
vention. It is ominous for both the Democratic 
party and the country. It would be the logical 
conclusion of the conspiracy of the bosses against 
which the Post-Dispatch has warned the Demo- 
crats. It would be the one thing needful to give 
life and vigor to a third party led by Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

Beaten at Chicago, Col. Roosevelt has the op- 
portunity to become a greater force in American 
politics than he ever was. As the leader of a 
mighty popular protest against boss control in 
politics he has a tremendous moral force back 
of him. 

Let us not be deceived about. the progressive 
movement in this country. It is the expression 
of profound and widespread discontent with the 
control of the Government by party bosses who 
are the servants of the interests. 

By his seizure of the leadership of this move- 
ment Col. Roosevelt, apparently buried in 
1910, revived his popularity and in a wonderful 
campaign squarely beat Mr. Taft in a contest in 
the Republican primaries. He was the choice of 
an overwhelming majority of Republican voters. 
He was defeated only by the power of patronage 
exerted through a compact machine organized 
gnd operated by spoils bosses. Col Roosevelt’s 
hands are strengthened by the manner of his 
defeat. It is a powerful object lesson. 

Now only the folly of the Democrats is re- 
quired to set the stage for Col. Roosevelt's re- 
entry in the arena as the leader of insurgents 
of both parties for popular rule against boss 
rule. The nomination of a weakling like Speak- 
er Clark or of a recognized reactionary will be 
the signal for revolt under Roosevelt whose 
standard will attract a multitude of Democrats 
as well as a multitude of Republicans. If he 
cannot organize for victory this year he will 
hold the balance of power and will be prepared 
four years hence. 

A Democratic mistake in this crisis would be 
fatal.

WHAT ONE NEWSBOY DID. 

The record of a Philadelphia newsboy, Wil- 
liam Sooy, whose station was at one of the en- 
trances to Fairmount Park, challenges comparison 
with that of alert boys in other cities who deal in 
copies of the daily press. 

William confined himself to one local news- 

paper, and the accounts show that in 12 years he 
has disposed of a little more than 1,000,000 copies. 
Assuming that he plied his trade on Sundays as 
well as other days,-his average sales are shown 
to be a trifle in excess of 228 papers a day, nearly 
7000 a month, 83,000 a year. If he was paid a 
cent apiece for the papers, more than $10,000 
passed into his hands in the 12 years, a respect- 
able volume of business for one made up entirely 
of the smallest possible commercial transactions, 
a volume, too, likely to cultivate a sense of re- 
sponsibility in the youthful merchant. 
Lads most successful in selling the Post-Dis- 
patch are generally drafted to more important 
responsibilities before their records cover 12 years, 
but there was 2 special reason for William’s per- 
severance. Out of the money he made he has 
saved $2400, and, beginning next September, he 
will use it to pay his way through Pennsylvania 
University.

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THE CHILDREN’S GUARDIANS BILL. 
Action without delay by Chairman John Davis’ 
committee will permit the bill creating a Board 
of Children’s Guardians for St. Louis to be 
brought up in the Council at its meeting next 
week. 

The objects sought to be attained through this 
bill command almost unanimous popular ap- 
proval. The machinery it provides for bringing 
them about represents the judgment of those 
who have devoted solicitous and studious at- 
tention to the subject. It creates a new. board 
of control to manage the Industrial School and 
supervise the erection of its new buildings in 
the country, and completely divorces welfare 
effort in behalf of delinquent children from that 
in behalf of dependent children. 

The measure has already been pending many 
months in the Municipal Assembly. The Council 
should join in the strong indorsement given it 
by the riouse of Delegates after a consideration 
so mature as to be almost dilatory.

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JUSTICE HUGHES’ INELIGIBILITY. 
Supreme Justice Hughes’ position with refer- 


ence to the presidency, as outlined by Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise, has an importance we must 
not overlook in these times when the judiciary 
ie held under a critical and even hostile scru- 
tiny perhaps never known before in the history 
of the country.

The production of eggs varies considerably 
from month to month. A record made from a 
large number of flocks in the last several years 
covering various portions of the United States, 
shows that for every 1000 eggs produced in a 
year approximately 66 are laid in January, 71 in 
February, 124 in March, 134 in April, 188 in May, 
107 in June, 96 in July, 86 in August, 62 in Sep- 
tember, 42 in October, 31 in November and 48 in 
December. A good laying hen ought to produce 
200 eggs a year, but the average run of hens do 
not produce much, if any, more than 100 a year. 
For every 1000 eggs marketed (based upon re- 
ceipts at New York, St. Louis and Milwaukee in 
the last 10 years) approximately 33 are marketed 
in January, 47 in February, 128 in March, 168 in 
April, 153 in May, 119 in June, 87 in July, 76 tn 
August, 64 in September, 53 in October, 39 in No- 
vember and 33 in December. If we let the sum of 
the monthly index figure of prices (average prices 
of fresh eggs at 12 cities, 1902-11) for the year be 
represented by 100, the index price will be approx- 
imately 105 for January, 89 for February, 71 for

She was Lucrezia Borgia. . 
At 11, Lucrezia was betrothed to Don Cherubin de Centelles, a young 


Spanish nobleman. But the match was broken off. And while she was still 
a mere girl she was married to another Spanish noble, Don Gasparo de 
Procido. But as her father rose higher and higher in power in Italy, he 
decided that Procido was too obscure a husband for the daughter of so great 
aman. So he had the marriage annulled. 

Her father wanted to ally his fortunes with those of the powerful Italian 
family of Sforza. So he next married Lucrezia to Giovanni Sforza, a youth 
who adored her. But her father soon found an even more powerful alliance 
with the King of Naples. The King was an enemy of the Sforzas. The 
marriage between Lucrezia ani Giovanni Sforza now seemed a political mis- 
take and her father set about to rectify it. Giovanni had no notion of being 
robbed of his beautiful wife. Still less did he care to be found stabbed or 
poisoned some morning, as was the fate of too many of the Borgias’ enemies. 
So he fled secretly from Rome, taking Lucfezia with him. 

The Borgias were all-powerful at Rome. But Giovanni had carried his 
wife and himself beyond the zone of their direct power. So Lucrezia’s father 
tried another trick. He sent messages of love and forgiveness to the run- 
aways; and later wrote to them that, as he was growing old, he wanted to 
have all his family around him at Christmas time. Giovanni seemed to have 
lacked brains. For, at Christmas, back he brought Lucrezia to Rome to see 
her father. And the Borgias promptly annulled the marriage, kept Lucrezia 
with them and sent Giovanni packing. 

Lucrezia’s wonderful beauty made her a splendid political asset to her 
family. Her father next used her for the purpose of cementing his alliance 
with the King of Naples. And he married Lucrezia to the King’s relative and 
portege, Alfonso of Aragon. This time there was trouble. Alfonso and his 
parents did not care for the Borgias. They did not crave the unlucky fate 
that seemed to follow Lucrezia’s several husbands. Alfonso is said to have 
flatly refused to marry her. But her beauty and charm at last made him fling 
common prudence to the winds. He married Lucrezia in 1497, when she was 
17 and he was 18. Soon afterward the Borgtias formed an alliance with the 
French King, who was the bitter foe of the King of Naples, And they 
planned to get rid of Alfonso. Realizing that his life was in grave danger, 
Alfonso fled from Rome. But his love for Lucrezia was stronger than his 
love of life. He came back to see her. And her brother Cesare hired a band 
of ruffians to murder him. Alfonso was killed at the very door of his wife's 
home; it is to be feared with his wife’s knowledge and consent. For another 
marriage was already afoot. And another Alfonso—son of the Duke of 
Ferrara—was chosen as the newest husband. He and the Duke, his father,

were horrified at the idea. They refused and did all they could to avoid 
so perilous a union. But the Borgias. by bribes and threats and by the aid 
of Lucrezia’s beauty, at last overcame their objections. 

Thus, in 1501, Lucrezia married Alfonso. She was barely 21 and had been 
married four times—something of a record, even in those days. A little 
later Alfonso’s father died and the son became Duke of Ferrara. By this 
time he, like all other men who met her, was completely under Lucrezia’s 
spell. He was her adoring slave. And as the Borgias had no more ad- 
vantageous match in view for Lucrezia her newest husband was graciously 
permitted to stay alive. The greatest men in all Europe—princes, statesmen, 
poets—tiocked to the ducal court at Ferrara to do homage to the loveliness 
and charms of the young duchess. Fevered poetry wag written by Ariosto 
and Bembo in praise of her. Men quarreled, fought and killed each other for 
the hopes of her smile. | 

“In 1519,” writes a chronicler, “Lucrezia died, full of years and honors: 
worshipped as a queen by her subjects and praised as a goddess by the poets.”

The golfer making his first rounds of} 


the links will probably hesitate at No. 
8. This hole is 325 yards and requires @ 
good drive, no less than 200 yards, to 
successfully pitch the gutta percha 
across the lake on the second stroke, a 
mashie. No body of water on any other 
St. Louis course has a width of 9 
yards and in as much as water makes 
distance very deceptive, the golfers un- 
familiar with the Westwood course may 
find trouble getting across this lake. 

The lake also runs through Nos. 4 and 
7, but can be crossed with a drive in 
both these. Only on No: 3 is it trouble- 
some, because the ball must lie near the 
lake if it is to be pitched across with an 
iron club. The first nine holes measure 
2094 yards, with bogey 40, and are more 
trying than the second nine. 

Creek a Serious Hazard. 

Coming in there are several shert holes 
which are by no means easy to negotiate 
in bogey. No. 18 is crossed by a creek which 
runs diagonally in front of the green. This 
creek must be crossed with a drive and if 
the golfer pulls he will find his ball out of 
bounds while a slice nets nothing better 
than trouble among trees. It takes almost 
perfect shooting for bogey on this hole. 

The creek causes more mental strain on 
No. 14, but on 16 is where many will be de-
